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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1 -5 of U. S. Application 09/840,444 filed 04/24/2001 are presented 
for examination. 

Response to Amendment 

2. The reply filed on 6/27/2005 is not fully responsive to the prior Office 
Action because of the following omission(s) or matter(s): Applicants, in response 
to a request for information and in response to a 1 12(1 ) rejection, submitted a 
paper along with a form 1449. Applicants allege that the paper has been 
incorporated by reference. The specification incorporates by reference a paper 
entitled, "Advanced Computing Technologies Technology for Integrated Design 
of Textiles and Apparel" which is authored by Li (sole author). However, the form 
1449 indicates that the authorship is to "Li et al" (multiple authors). The 
incorporation indicates that the paper is published in a proceedings for a 
conference entitled, "Ergonomics of Protective Clothing, Proceedings of 
Nokobetef 6 and 1 st European Conference on Protective Clothing", held in 
Stockholm, Sweden on May 7-10, 2000. However, a review of the conference 
proceedings, obtained by the office, indicates that there is no such paper in the 
proceedings. Therefore, the submitted paper has not been considered. 
Furthermore, the arguments against the 112(1) rejections, which rely on the 
paper, cannot be considered. 

3. It is also noted that there are at least three different papers by at least one 
of the inventors which are published in the proceedings, and which are highly 
relevant to the claimed invention, but have not been supplied to the office. As 
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stated in earlier actions, please provide all publications by the inventors 
(including those listed in the list of references in the Li paper) and list them in a 
proper Information Disclosure Statement. Applicants are reminded of their 
duty to disclose under 1.56 and 1.105 . 

4. It is noted that this is the third notice that the amendment is non- 
responsive. Please clarify.
